Ths  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Toronto  House  of  Industry 

Year  Ending  December  31st,  1945 


The  109th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry  was  held  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  Institution  on  Thursday,  April  25th,  1946  at  4  o’clock. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Stark,  the  President,  occupied  the  chair. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Stark,  the  President,  in  the  Chair,  opened  the  meeting  at  4  p.m., 
asking  Canon  H.  A.  Bracken  to  say  a  few  words  to  the  assemblage,  after  which  Mr. 
Karl  Tapscott  would  follow  with  a  solo,  “The  Lord’s  Prayer’’. 

Rev.  Canon  H.  A.  Bracken:  Since  our  last  annual  meeting  we  have  passed 
through  a  very  momentous  phase  and  momentous  occasion:  we  are  referring  to  the 
over-throw  of  the  Nazi  power  in  Europe  and  of  the  Japanese  power  in  the  Pacific, 
and  all  that  that  entailed.  We  know  that  these  were  indeed  concentrated  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  forces  of  evil.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  making  that  expression. 

It  seems  as  if  in  our  day  vast  forces  of  evil  had  taken  place,  and  we  need  not 
remind  ourselves  of  that  of  which  we  have  been  delivered,  and  we  are  I  am  sure,  honest 
enough  to  confess  it  is  not  of  our  own  power,  or  our  own  deserving,  but  through 
the  grace  of  God  that  there  has  been  saved  that  splendid  civilization  with  all  its  faults 
we  call  our  civilization,  built  up  over  the  centuries  by  the  toil  and  blood  of  so  many 
people;  it  was  well  worth  retaining,  and  it  was  in  serious  danger,  and  by  the  provi¬ 
dence  of  God  it  has  been  preserved. 

I  want,  first  of  all,  to  say  a  word  of  thanksgiving  for  that  great  victory. 

Then  there  is  another  thought.  If  you  will  join  with  me  in  thanking  God  for 
the  wonderful  opportunity  in  day  by  day  carrying  on.  I  am  thinking  particularly 
of  this  House,  and  I  would  not  for  a  moment  confine  my  thought  to  it.  Here  you 
have  a  number  of  people  who  are  very  tired,  they  have  been  carrying  on  through  all 
these  hard  years,  and  have  maintained  the  services  of  this  House  to  a  high  standard, 
and  they  are  tired  men  and  women,  and  yet  they  continue  to  give  the  best  they  can 
to  maintain  the  high  order  which  we  have  maintained. 

Then  I  want  also  to  think  of  something  else.  This  is  Easter  Week,  and  the 
thought  that  comes  to  us,  thinking  of  that,  is  the  power  of  resurrection,  that  wonderful 
resilience  that  springs  from  God  Himself,  which  was  demonstrated  in  the  resurrection. 
— the  victory  of  God  over  the  forces  of  evil  and  of  death,  sin  and  defeat  and  frustration; 
those  forces  that  we  need  today,  and  we  shall  have  if  we  call  upon  Him  for  them,  to 
enable  us  to  meet  the  days  of  the  future. 

I  conclude  my  prayer,  but  the  soloist  will  gather  up  our  petitions  into  the  one 
prayer  which  Our  Blessed  Lord  taught  us. 

Our  Father,  who  art  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  we  thy  servants  render 
our  hearty  thanks  to  Thee  for  the  great  deliverance  that  Thou  has  granted  us  in  the 
face  of  most  eminent  danger.  We  thank  Thee  that  the  great  blessing  that  Thou 
hast  bestowed  upon  us  are  still  in  our  safekeeping.  We  thank  Thee  for  all  the  noble 
men  and  women  who  have  given  service  during  this  time.  We  thank  Thee  that  our 
people  are  capable  of  producing  such  service.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  humble  services 
of  those  who  carried  on  at  home  in  the  face  of  shortage  of  help  and  supplies.  We 
thank  Thee  in  this  good  land  of  ours  that  has  been  spared  the  ravages  of  war,  that 
we  have  that  spirit  here;  And  while  we  thank  Thee  for  these  and  all  thy  mercies,  we 
pray  and  we  thank  Thee  for  the  glorious  victory  of  God  over  sin  and  defeat,  to  grant 
us  the  spirit  of  resurrection  and  renewal,  that  we  may  rise  to  still  higher  things. 

We  ask  this  in  the  name  of  Him  who  taught  us  to  pray — 
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Solo  by  Mr.  Carl  Tapscott,  “The  Lord’s  Prayer’’. 

Mr.  Stark:  As  in  former  meetings,  we  have  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Toronto 
at  our  meeting.  We  are  very  glad  to  have  with  us  today  His  Worship,  R.  H.  Saunders, 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  who  will  preside  at  this  meeting. 

Mayor  Saunders  took  the  Chair,  and  addressed  the  following  to  the  meeting: 

Again  it  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  be  here  on  this,  I  think  the  1  1  0th  year 
of  operation. 

May  I  first  thank  all  you  public-spirited  citizens  for  the  wonderful  work  that 
you  have  done  in  the  past  and  are  doing,  and  I  trust  and  know  you  will  do  in  the 
future  on  behalf  of  those  less  fortunate  than  yourselves:  on  behalf  of  all  the  citizens 
may  I  thank  you  sincerely,  and  wish  the  House  great  success  in  the  future.

The  Board  of  Management  of  the  House  of  Industry  have  great  pleasure  in 
submitting  this,  their  109th  Annual  Report. 

The  year  1945  has  been  one  of  the  most  momentous  years  in  history.  It  has 
brought  us  peace,  and  we  now  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  world,  the  fate  of 
the  world  is  now  in  the  hands  of  our  leaders  to  shape  the  course  so  that  we  shall 
never  again  come  through  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  past  six  years. 

Before  going  on  with  our  report  it  may  be  of  interest  to  give  some  information 
as  to  the  early  history  of  this  House.  It  was  established  in  183  7,  under  the  auspices 
of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  leading  clergymen  and  citizens,  and  we  are  pleased  to  state 
is  continuing  its  beneficent  work  in  caring  for  the  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  needy 
citizens  to  the  present  time.  The  first  Annual  Report  shows  assistance  rendered  to  85  7 
persons,  at  an  expenditure  of  6  1  8  pounds,  3  shillings  and  9  pence.  The  City  had  at 
this  period  a  population  of  approximately  10,000  persons.  Maintenance  funds  were 
provided  by  contributions  from  citizens;  a  grant  from  the  City  of  100  pounds;  and 
also  one  from  the  Legislature  of  300  pounds. 

The  House  at  this  time  was  under  the  management  of  a  Board,  consisting  of 
leading  clergymen  and  citizens  who  were  appointed  at  a  public  meeting  on  November 
15,  183  7.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  caring  for  the  aged  poor  and  indigent,  the  relief 
of  families,  infants  and  orphan  children  were  brought  to  the  House  and  homes  were 
provided  for  them.  Many  of  these  children  at  a  suitable  age  were  indentured  in 
homes  throughout  the  Province,  where  they  received  a  common  school  education  and 
when  the  term  of  their  indenture  ceased  were  provided  with  a  sum  of  money  and  were 
free  to  take  up  any  form  of  work  that  appealed  to  them.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
a  number  of  these  children,  grown  to  maturity,  who  have  been  successful  in  business, 
have  called  at  this  House  to  express  their  appreciation. 

The  House  was  incorporated  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  on  August  2nd,  1851, 
and  the  property  invested  in  fifteen  trustees  “named  in  the  Act’’,  and  all  those  who 
may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  to  succeed  them.  Prominent  men  and  women 
from  all  denominations  form  the  Board  of  Management. 

The  Management  is  invested  in  a  Board  of  fifteen  trustees  and  twenty-five  mana¬ 
gers  who  give  their  services  gratuitously. 

Once  again  we  extend  grateful  thanks  to  the  Evening  Telegram  for  their  generous 
donation  of  5  0  papers  daily  which  are  very  much  appreciated. 

We  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  great  loss  sustained  by  this  House  in  the 
removal  by  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  Foster,  Reverend  W.  E.  Wilson,  and  Alderman  John 
S.  Simmons.  Mr.  Foster  served  as  a  Manager;  while  not  regular  in  attendance  he  was 
most  interested  in  our  work. 

Reverend  W.  E.  Wilson  was  a  valued  Member,  serving  as  Manager  and  Trustee 
from  193  0  to  1946.  His  sympathy  was  with  the  oppressed,  the  poverty  stricken, 
the  sick  and  the  unhappy.  He  lived  and  laboured  to  make  the  material  world  around 
him  a  better  and  happier  place. 

Alderman  John  Simmons  was  a  valued  Member,  serving  as  Manager  and  Trustee 
from  1  93  5  to  1946.  He  was  sincerely  anxious  that  his  life  should  be  one  of  service, 
not  service  for  recognition  or  reward,  but  service  for  its  own  sake,  and  the  love  he 
bore  his  fellowmen  —  we  shall  miss  them. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  this  House  has  the  financial  and  sympathetic  assistance  of 
His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Civic  and  Government  officials. 

The  Members  sincerely  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  all  agencies  and  societies, 
and  earnestly  ask  for  interest  and  help  on  the  part  of  all  citizens  in  carrying  on  this 
most  necessary  and  deserving  work.

REPORT  OF  CASUAL  WARD 

January  to  December,  1945

The  question  of  the  Casual  poor  is  one  that  concerns  every  man  and  woman  of 
this  City.  The  homeless  of  this  City,  as  well  as  many  from  other  localities  continue 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  to  them  by  the  Casual  Ward.  Many  are 
crippled,  handicapped,  aged  or  infirm. 

As  the  country  advances  in  population,  poverty  may  be  expected  to  increase  in 
a  corresponding  ratio.  To  a  moderate  extent,  the  rich  and  the  poor  may  benefit  each 
other  —  the  one,  by  their  help;  the  other,  by  their  patience. 

Sleeping  dormitories  and  sitting-rooms  have  been  redecorated.  Three  meals  are 
served  daily  and  are  well  balanced  and  nourishing.  An  inspection  will  show  cleanliness 
and  comfort. 

Casuals  are  admitted  only  upon  presentation  of  a  card  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  stating  the  number  of  meals  and  shelter  required.  On  request  of 
the  Departments,  Casuals  were  admitted  for  the  first  time  at  any  hour  during  the 
night  and  instructed  to  register  at  the  Welfare  Bureau  in  the  morning,  thus  relieving 
the  Police  of  the  necessity  of  taking  care  of  this  class. 

Upon  admission  to  the  Casual  Ward  a  shower  bath  is  provided  and  clothing 
is  cleansed  by  steam  process.  Cleanliness  being  compulsory. 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 

The  number  of  Toronto  citizens  who  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarer’s  Lodge 
during  the  year  January  1,  1  945 ,  to  December  3  1 ,  1  945,  was  1,251. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  64,8  24. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  person  was  19,461,  an  average  of 
16  nights  for  each  person  or  97  Y2%  of  the  total. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  MUNICIPALITIES 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  City  and  found  shelter  in  the 
Lodge  was  283.  The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  was  510,  or  an  average 
of  1.8  for  each  person,  or  2  34%  of  the  total  nights. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  1,05  0. 

Therefore  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarer’s  Lodge  during  the 
past  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  other  municipalities  was  1,534 
as  compared  with  1,129  for  the  previous  year  —  an  increase  of  2  6%. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  sheltered  during  the  past  year  was  1,5  34  and 
the  total  number  of  nights  was  19,971. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  Casuals  including  those  who  slept  in  the 
Ward  and  those  who  came  in  for  meals  only  was  65,874.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  those  of  you  who  have  not  had  the  privilege  of  going 
through  this  House,  it  would  be  a  real  treat  to  see  the  way  the  aged  people  are  taken 
care  of.  I  always  feel,  when  I  come  here  as  a  trustee,  that  it  is  a  privilege  and  an 
honour  to  serve  on  an  Institution  that  is  making  so  many  people  happy  in  their  old 
age.  And  that  is  one  thing  we  all  have  to  bear  in  mind  in  the  future,  the  comfort 
and  well  being  of  the  aged. 

So  you  are  contributing  by  your  presence  today,  in  thanking  the  President  and 
staff  and  Miss  Sherrin  for  the  wonderful  way  they  have  kept  this  House  in  order. 

I  am  asked  to  substitute  for  Dr.  Copp  today,  another  gentleman  who  is  doing  a 
great  work,  always  enthusiastic  of  the  health  of  the  residents  of  this  home.  This 
is  his  report:

REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

January  L  to  December  3L  1945 

As  we  close  our  year  there  are  163  in  Residence  —  71  women  and  92  men. 
Applicants  for  admission  to  our  Home  have  nearly  all  endured  lives  of  anxiety,  priva¬ 
tion  and  strain  of  various  kinds,  and  nearly  all  show  marked  evidence  of  cardio¬ 
vascular  diseases  or  chronic  debilitating  conditions,  and  the  quiet  routine  of  the  House 
usually  benefits  their  condition  and  many  undoubtedly  find  their  lives  prolonged. 

To  most,  the  House  provides  a  haven  of  contentment  and  relief  from  concern  as 
to  the  future  of  their  lives. 

The  relationship  established  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  whereby  those  who  suffer  from  acute  illness  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
to  be  re-admitted  to  the  House  on  discharge  continues;  and  we  find  it  is  possible  to 
take  from  the  other  General  Hospitals  of  the  City  several  of  those  who  have  no  homes 
to  go  to  following  period  of  treatment. 

Nine  women  and  twelve  men  have  died  during  the  year  after  a  residence  of  from 
1  to  20  years;  many  have  been  for  years  subject  to  chronic  and  incurable  diseases  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  their  last  days  are  made  comfortable. 

The  Arthur  Laughlen  Memorial  Sunroom  is  well  used  and  contributes  its  part 
in  maintaining  the  cheerfulness  of  the  House. 

A  general  spirit  of  happiness  prevades  the  Home,  and  all  members  of  the  staff 
endeavour  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  goodwill.

LADIES'  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Your  Worship  Mayor  Saunders,  President  Stark  and  Associate  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Management  of  this  House  of  Industry,  which  name  has  recently  been 
changed  to  “Laughlen  Lodge”  by  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Board. 

At  this  date  we  are  now  in  the  109th  year  of  service,  the  necessity  for  such  a 
home  provides  evidence  that  there  are  always  poor  to  be  cared  for.  The  work  of  this 
home  is  carried  on  quietly  and  efficiently.  Possibly  the  public  knows  little  of  the  time, 
attention  and  energy  given  by  those  directly  associated  with  this  Institution,  and  down 
through  the  years  women  and  men  who  are  prominent  in  the  city’s  activities  are  never 
too  busy  to  help  in  this  work  of  assisting  the  needy. 

Many  happy  events  were  given  during  the  year.  The  Annual  Picnic,  which  is 
always  a  special  treat  was  held  in  High  Park.  The  Residents  were  conveyed  to  and 
from  this  event  in  transportation  buses,  and  in  addition  were  given  a  Lakeshore  drive. 
Games  and  competitions  were  held  and  prizes  given.  The  men  received  a  tie  and  the 
women  a  towel,  candy  and  chocolate  milk  and  watermelon  were  served  during  the 
afternoon.  Tea  was  also  served  in  the  pavillion.  Duncan  Cowan  entertained  as  usual 
during  the  afternoon  and  gave  much  pleasure  to  the  delight  of  everyone. 
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The  Annual  Christmas  Tree  and  Entertainment  was  held  in  December.  Com¬ 
munity  singing,  technicolour  talking  pictures  were  all  enjoyed.  Duncan  Cowan  acted 
as  Santa  Claus  and  each  resident  received  a  well  filled  stocking  from  a  gaily  decorated 
Christmas  Tree.  The  women’s  stockings  contained  nuts,  candy,  oranges,  fancy  towel, 
face  powder,  brooch,  comb,  perfume,  pencil  and  note  book,  and  a  handkerchief.  The 
men’s  contained  candy,  nuts,  oranges,  towel,  shaving  soap,  tie,  tobacco,  cigar,  pencil 
and  notebook.  The  evening  was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  serving  of  ice  cream 
and  cake. 

The  Annual  Birthday  Party  for  the  Residents  was  held  in  November.  A  most 
entertaining  and  inferesting  programme  was  arranged  followed  by  refreshments.  Each 
resident  received  a  gift.  This  party  is  always  held  on  a  day  on  which  no  one’s  birth¬ 
day  falls. 

The  Knights  of  Columbus  gave  our  people  a  most  interesting  and  entertaining 
evening  and  each  resident  received  a  gift.  Father  Ronan  brought  the  Boys’  Choir  of 
St.  Michaels,  the  music  rendered  by  them  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  every  one  present. 
The  film  “Going  My  Way’’  was  also  presented  and  very  much  enjoyed  by  all. 

Many  of  the  dormitories  have  been  painted  during  the  year  and  several  of  the 
sitting  rooms  have  been  refurnished  in  new  rugs  and  colourful  chintz  curtains.  The 
curtains  were  made  by  the  women  and  they  are  very  proud  of  the  various  sitting  rooms. 

Miss  Mason  and  her  Sunshine  Circle  gave  two  enjoyable  evenings  of  entertainment 
and  treats,  and  also  came  in  the  Sunday  preceding  New  Years  to  sing  carols.  This 
group  have  been  coming  here  for  a  good  many  years  and  their  visits  are  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  every  one. 

The  Salvation  Army  come  in  regularly. 

Our  Red  Cross  Unit  has  worked  very  hard  during  the  year.  Scarves,  socks  and 
helmets  were  knitted.  Each  of  the  members  of  the  Red  Cross  Unit  received  a  personal 
letter  of  thanks  with  a  sterling  pin  from  the  Red  Cross  for  their  part  in  war  work. 
These  pins  are  proudly  worn  by  the  members  of  the  Unit.  Our  Red  Cross  Unit  is 
now  knitting  for  the  displaced  children  of  Europe  and  find  some  time  to  do  some 
knitting  for  the  Infants  Home  of  Toronto. 

We  are  grateful  indeed  for  the  faithful  service  of  our  most  efficient  Superintendent. 
Miss  Sherrin,  who  has  not  spared  herself  in  her  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  this  House, 
and  the  physical  comfort  and  happiness  of  its  guests. 

In  closing  we  also  wish  to  express  to  our  fellow  officers  who  have  been  most 
efficient  in  their  duties  and  also  respond  to  demands  made  on  their  time,  our  thanks  and 
appreciation.

RESIDENTS  REPORT 

January  1st  to  December  31st.  1945 

“They  who  have  learned  the  way  to  live,

At  present  we  have  in  residence  71  women  and  9  2  men,  the  oldest  being  95  years 
Our  object  is  to  provide  a  home  for  the  homeless,  aged  and  dependent  persons,  who 
can  no  longer  support  themselves  or  satisfactorily  care  for  themselves  in  the  community. 

This  includes  individuals  aged  in  years,  or  prematurely  aged,  and  by  reason  of 
physical  handicap  or  chronic  illness,  have  no  relatives  capable  or  willing  to  care  for 
them.  The  rate  is  $15.00  per  month  and  no  one  is  encouraged  to  become  a  resident 
who  have  funds  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  Old  Age  Pension,  namely  $28.00  per 
month. 

Loneliness  and  isolation  are  the  cause  for  some  applicants  for  admission,  for 
instance  we  accepted  a  man  of  87,  who  was  just  tired  and  wanted  to  find  a  home 
where  efforts  of  daily  living  would  involve  as  little  exertion  as  possible  and  where  he 
would  have  companionship  and  the  protection  of  others  of  his  own  age  group. 

The  aim  of  the  House  is  to  make  all  our  residents  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
We  sincerely  believe  that  living  offers  the  aged  in  our  home  adequate  opportunity  for 
work,  recreation  and  enjoyment  of  life,  as  v/ell  as  developing  satisfying  social 
relationships. 

We  still  continue  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
to  accept  patients  from  the  various  city  hospitals,  who  no  longer  require  hospitaliza¬ 
tion,  but  require  a  home,  care  and  supervision.  They  usually  come  to  us  as  bed 
patients,  but  after  a  period  of  hospital  care  they  are  able  to  be  up  and  around  and  in 
many  instances  return  to  their  homes. 

During  the  year  we  have  given  8,691  days  hospital  care.  Every  encouragement 
is  given  to  relatives  and  friends  for  visits  and  family  contacts  with  the  residents.  It 
might  be  of  interest  to  many  that  57,622  days  care  and  1  72,866  meals  were  served 
during  the  year  in  this  department. 

Eifty-six  per  cent  of  our  Residents  pay  their  maintenance  out  of  Old  Age  Pension 
or  savings.  These  people  express  a  good  deal  of  pleasure  and  gratitude  for  being 
independent  and  self-supporting.  The  maintenance  of  44%  of  our  Residents  is 
paid  for  by  the  City  of  Toronto  and  the  Provincial  Government. 

Well  stocked  libraries,  sitting  rooms,  sunrooms  and  gardens  are  provided.  Various 
forms  of  occupational  therapy  are  carried  on. 

When  a  patient  becomes  ill.  skilled  care  and  attention  is  given  at  the  House 
where  they  remain.  The  only  exception  being  in  cases  of  surgery  when  General 
Hospital  services  are  required. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  enter¬ 
tained  cur  Residents  by  giving  concerts:  and  to  all  who  have  contributed  flowers  and 
gifts  and  in  other  ways  made  our  residents  happier. 

We  wish  to  extend  an  invitation  to  all  who  may  be  interested  in  our  work  to 
visit  the  House  any  time,  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  daily. 

We  are  happy  to  report  the  majority  of  our  Old  Age  Pensioners  have  Bank 
Accounts,  and  a  good  many  have  Charge  Accounts  in  the  down-town  stores.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  for  any  old  age  pensioner  to  be  given  a  city  burial. 

The  meals  are  well  balanced  and  nourishing.  The  following  is  a  sample  menu: 
Breakfast  is  served  at  8.5  0  a.m. 

Rolled  wheat  porridge,  or  other  cereal,  milk,  sugar,  buttered  toast  and  coffee. 
Dinner  is  served  at  12.50  p.m. 

Roast  beef,  potatoes,  carrots,  fruit  pudding,  bread  and  tea. 

Supper  is  served  at  5.50  p.m. 

Salad,  tea  biscuits,  fruit  and  cocoa. 
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Each  one  of  us  has  his  limitations  and  it  is  only  through  the  combined  efforts 
of  the  state,  church,  education,  health,  and  others  who  labour  in  the  field  of  human 
endeavour  that  the  best  results  can  be  achieved.  It  is  apparent  that  this  stream  of 
thought  is  prevading  the  individuals  of  the  community  to  an  extent  that  it  has  not 
heretofore  been,  and  the  hope  of  the  future  lies  in  the  concentrated  and  continued 
effort  that  will  make  for  a  better  individual  and  a  better  world. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  each  member  of  the  staff  for  their 
continued  efficient  service  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year. 

So  again,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  each  and  every  Member  of  the  Board 
of  your  good  work  throughout  the  year,  and  my  sincere  hope  is  that  you  may  continue 


to  carry  on  in  the  years  to  come.

Let  me  not  defer  it,  nor  neglect  it,  for 
I  shall  not  pass  this  way  again.”

Your  Worship,  Mayor  Saunders,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

We  rejoice,  that  the  war,  which  for  over  five  years,  has  darkened  the  skies  in 
practically  every  country  of  the  world,  is  now  over,  and  we  pray  that  the  time  may 
speedily  come  when  “nations  shall  not  lift  up  swords  against  nation,  neither  shall 
they  learn  war  any  more”. 

Little  did  the  charitably  inclined  people  meeting  on  Wednesday,  the  15th  of 
November,  1  83  7  and  giving  the  name  Toronto  House  of  Industry  to  the  work  they 
were  beginning,  have  any  idea  of  the  far-reaching  influence  it  would  have  on  the 
lives  of  the  citizens  of  Toronto. 

It  has  touched  all  these  —  neglected  children,  young  men  who  had  gone  astray 
or  were  out  of  work,  the  family  and  homeless  old  people  without  friends,  and  unable 
to  support  themselves.  It  has  provided  a  home  for  all  such  people,  and  when  I  say 
a  home  I  do  not  mean  a  place  with  four  walls  and  a  roof  overhead,  bed  and  lodging, 
but  a  real  home,  presided  over  by  people  who  are  really  interested  in  the  work,  and 
managed  by  those  who  are  anxious  to  see  that  everyone  is  comfortably  housed  and 
properly  nourished,  and  surrounded  by  a  Christian  atmosphere  and  influences. 

This  Institution  has  been  fortunate  in  having  persons  of  this  character  in  charge. 
The  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laughlen  devoted  40  years  to  this  work.  Their  ministry  was 
a  labour  of  love.  Mrs.  Laughlen  carried  on  for  10  years  after  Mr.  Laughlen’s  death. 
Her  success  was  due  in  a  great  measure  to  her  generous  and  sympathetic  nature  and  a 
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ready  sense  of  humour.  Her  desire  was  to  help  to  make  the  world  a  better  place  in 
which  to  live. 

A  great  deal  of  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  suggestion  of  changing  the 
name  of  this  House.  The  name  originated  from  the  fact  that  in  the  beginning  a 
man  had  to  do  some  manual  labour  in  return  for  assistance  given.  Stone-breaking  was 
continued  until  1910,  and  some  wood-cutting  until  1929.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  no  labour  test. 

The  character  of  the  work  has  greatly  changed,  our  main  work  now  is  given  to 
the  care  of  the  aged  so  that  it  is  more  of  a  home  than  a  House  of  Industry.  A  great 
deal  of  thought  has  been  given  to  the  proposed  change,  that  would  be  more  suitable 
to  the  type  of  work  being  carried  on  at  present,  and  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be 
proper  to  call  it  after  those  who  had  given  the  best  years  of  their  lives  to  its  advance¬ 
ment  and  to  those  whose  work  was  known  to  thousands  with  whom  they  came  in 
contact  so  the  name  “Laughlen  Lodge,  Toronto”  was  thought  suitable  and  unanimously 
chosen. 

On  April  the  11th,  1946,  the  Trustees  and  Managers  met  to  approve  a  By-law 
which  read  as  follows: 

SPECIAL  BY-LAW  OF  “THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TORONTO 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY” 

WHEREAS  “The  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry”  were  incorporated 
by  a  Statute  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  passed  in  the  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  years 
of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  Chapter  3  5,  and  intituled;  —  “An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  House  of  Industry,  Toronto”  as  amended  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  entituled;  “An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  incor¬ 
porating  “The  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry”  passed  on  the  5th  day  of 
April,  1  88  7,  and  were  thereby  nominated  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  the  name  and  style  of  “The  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry”. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  body  corporate  “The  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  House 
of  Industry”  desire  to  continue  the  corporate  existence  of  the  said  corporation  in  the 
name  of  “Laughlen  Lodge,  Toronto”  or  such  other  name  as  nearly  resembling  the 
same  as  possible. 

NOW  IT  IS  HEREBY  ENACTED  by  the  aforesaid  “The  Trustees  of  the 
Toronto  House  of  Industry”  that  the  said  name  be  changed  as  hereinbefore  provided 
to  “Laughlen  Lodge,  Toronto”  and  that  an  application  be  made  to  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  for  an  act  to  change  the  said  name  accordingly  and  to  provide 
that  all  real  and  personal  property,  trusts,  gifts,  devises  and  bequests  which  have  been 
heretofore  held  by  or  made  to  or  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  or  in  favor  of  or  intended 
for  “The  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry”  shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by 
“Laughlen  Lodge,  Toronto”. 

Passed,  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  Managers  of  “The  Toronto 
House  of  Industry”  at  a  general  meeting  regularly  called  for  the  purpose  of  ratifying 
said  by-law  and  held  on  Thursday,  the  1  1th  day  of  April,  1  946. 

Unanimously  carried. 

In  order  to  have  the  name  changed  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  Private  Bill  presented 
to  Parliament  as  this  House  was  incorporated  and  granted  a  Charter  by  an  Act  of 
Parliament. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that  during  the  year  1  72,866  meals  were  served 
in  the  House,  and  65,874  to  Casuals,  making  a  total  of  238,740. 

Many  families  have  been  represented  on  this  Board  over  a  long  period  of  time 
and  one  in  fact  almost  since  the  inception  of  the  House.  Some  of  the  family  names 
are  Ince,  McMurchy,  Hubbard  and  Freyseng. 

The  Management  of  the  House  has  been  carried  on  most  efficiently  by  Miss 
Sherrin  and  her  capable  staff.  Much  has  been  accomplished,  but  much  more  can  be 
done  with  continued  zeal  and  effort  in  the  coming  years,  and  which  with  our  earnest 
endeavours  will  bring  joy  and  gladness  to  our  people. 

To  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the’r  co-operation  and  assistance  so  willingly  given  at  all  times. 

We  can  be  absolutely  confident  that  this  work  will  be  carried  on  in  the  future, 
with  God’s  help  and  loving  service.

Dear  Sirs: — 


I  report  that  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  House  of  Industry  Board  and 
the  instructions  contained  in  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control 
which  was  held  on  30th  May,  1  923,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  House  of  Industry  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945.

The  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  is  grouped  into  three  parts* 
No.  1  is  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure  on  Capital  Account,  No.  2  is  the  Revenue  and 
Expenditure  on  Current  Account,  and  No.  3  is  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure  on 
Endowment  Account. 

The  Balance  Sheet  is  divided  into  similar  sections:  namely.  No.  1.  Capital 
Account,  No.  2,  Current  Account  and  No.  3,  Endowment  Account. 

In  the  Current  Account  the  revenue  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  $8,798.40  and 
in  the  Endowment  Account  the  revenue  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  $3,67  2.44. 

During  the  year  there  was  paid  out  of  the  Current  Account  an  amount  of  $94.80 
for  24  new  bedside  tables.  This  expenditure  has  been  transferred  to  Capital  Account 
and  added  to  Furniture  and  Equipment. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Board  of  Management  intend  to  use  the  greater  part  of 
the  accumulated  surplus  of  $1  7,449.97,  as  set  out  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  in  making 
repairs  and  replacements  which  have  been  delayed  due  to  the  lack  of  materials  and 
labour  during  the  war  years. 

I  have  to  rely  ma  nly  on  the  records  of  the  House  for  the  correctness  of  the 
amount  of  the  contributions  for  residents,  and  for  contributions  from  the  Provincial 
Government  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  inmate  day  for  all  inmates  except  Old  Age 
Pensioners. 

As  in  past  years,  land  and  buildings  have  been  taken  into  account  at  the  assessed 
value  of  1  925.  The  additions  since  that  time  have  been  taken  in  at  cost.  I  have 
not  made  any  verification  of  the  titles  to  the  land  and  buildings. 

As  in  past  years,  depreciation  has  not  been  taken  into  account.  The  assets  will, 
therefore,  rem.ain  at  the  original  amount  until  they  are  discarded. 

No  inventory  has  been  taken  of  the  furniture  and  movable  equipment.  The  item 
in  the  balance  sheet  is.  therefore,  without  support. 

The  inve.stments  of  the  Endowment  Fund  were  verified  by  inspection  on  7th 
February,  1946  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Chas.  T.  Stark  and  Miss  Sherrin.  Among  the 
investments  there  is  an  item  of  a  nominal  value  of  one  dollar  representing  a  two- 
thirteenth  interest  in  the  Mary  Pollard  Trust,  the  income  from  which  is  payable  to 
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the  House  in  perpetuity,  provided  the  purposes  of  the  House  remain  of 
nature.

As  at  31st  December,  1  945  the  value  of  the  physical  inventory  of  ordinary  relief 
stores  was  in  agreement  with  the  amount  as  set  out  in  the  general  ledger,  the  values 
of  the  physical  inventories  of  the  House  stores  and  the  Casual  Relief  stores  were  in 
excess  of  the  amounts  set  out  in  the  general  ledger  by  $4.95  and  $8.48  respectively. 

I  have  made  no  verification  of  the  physical  inventory  of  House,  Casual  and 
Ordinary  Relief  stores  shown  on  the  balance  sheet  at  $1,816.05.  The  correctness  of 
this  inventory  has  been  certified  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Accountant.  No  physical 
inventory  was  taken  of  miscellaneous  stores.

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HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

In  continuous  operation  in  the  City  of  Toronto  since  1837,  for  the 
relief  of  the  destitute,  especially  the  destitute  aged. 

Destitute  old  age!  Can  anything  be  more  pathetic? 

In  good  times  and  in  bad  alike,  every  City  has  its  destitute  old  people.  Toronto 
has  always  has  its  share,  and  since  1  83  7  these  have  been  the  especial  care  of  The  House 
of  Industry. 

For  over  one  hundred  years  this  charitable  work  has  been  carried  on  unostenta¬ 
tiously,  effectively,  and  economically.  Three  main  departments  are  maintained. 

The  Home,  in  which  are  comfortably  housed  and  cared  for,  old  people  whose  age 
and  infirmities  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  provide  for  themselves,  and 
who  have  no  friends  to  support  them;  also  other  indigent  persons  in  so 
weak  a  state  of  health  as  to  unfit  them  for  earning  their  own  living.  On 
December  31st,  163  men  and  women  in  residence. 

The  Casual  Ward,  where  homeless  men — residents  or  wanderers  from  outside  points 
— are  sheltered  and  fed  temporarily.  For  the  year  1  945.  1,534  men  were 
given  shelter  for  an  average  of  13  nights  each,  and  an  average  of  43  meals 

each. 

The  House  of  Industry  thus  carries  on  the  City  of  Toronto’s  permanent  relief 
work  among  the  aged  and  other  unfortunates  as  distinct  from  the  wellare  work  of  the 
regular  family  agencies.  The  management  is  invested  in  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  a 
committee  of  representative  citizens  who  give  their  service  gratuitously. 

The  land  and  buildings  occupied  by  the  House  of  Industry  are  the  sole  property 
of  the  institution  and  are  free  of  all  encumbrances.  Many  years  of  use  at  their  full 
capacity — and  overcrowding  during  recent  years  of  depression — have  made  necessary 
considerable  renovation  and  renewal  of  building  and  equipment  if  the  House  is  to  meet 
not  only  present  needs  but  the  growing  requirements  of  a  large  City  for  the  form  of 
relief  work  conducted.  But  while  grants  by  the  City  of  Toronto  and  certain  Govern¬ 
ment  grants  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work,  the  House  is  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  generosity  of  the  public  for  funds  for  maintenance  and  extension  of  buildings 
and  equipment. 

In  order  that  this  important  work  may  be  carried  on  and  enlarged  to  meet  the 
pressing  needs  of  this  class  of  service,  the  Trustees  earnestly  appeal  for  the  support 
of  all  those  citizens  in  a  position  to  assist.  And  what  cause  is  more  deserving  of 
support?  Donations  of  any  amount  at  this  time  will  be  thankfully  received.  To 
those  who,  in  the  arrangement  of  their  estates,  may  be  considering  provision  for  char¬ 
itable  gifts  or  bequests,  the  Trustees  would  be  grateful  if  they  would  remember  the 
charitable  work  which  is  being  carried  on  by  the  House  of  Industry  for  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  For  the  convenience  of  those  who 
may  feel  so  disposed,  a  bequest  form  is  attached.
